The death of the young woman, ac­ 
cording to police theory, may have 
been the result of a “suicide agree­ 
ment,” entered into by the dead girl 
and Charles A. Parker of Cincinnati, 
a well-known railroad official. 
Par­ 
ker died suddenly in Cincinnati un 
der circums-ances that might indi­ 
cate "hat he had taken his own life. 
Miss Gesterllng formerly was one 
of Parker's stenographers in Denver, 
and the friendship exist ng between 
them was strong enough

The result was the girl's 
removal

Correspond­ 
ence her ween Parker and the young 
woman was intercepted bv J. W. Par­ 
ker, the 20-year-old son of the rail­ 
road official. 
In this manner It is 
said the young man learned that his 
father contemplated 
secur.ng a di­ 
vorce in order that he might marry 
Miss Gesterling. 
Grief over this discovery and a feel­ 
ing of shame at the father's entangle­ 
ment were the causes, it is believed 
of the son's suicide recently in St.

New York, Nov. 22.—The trial of 
Nan Patterson for 
the 
murder of 
Bookmaker "Caesar” Young was fair­ 
ly begun before Justice Davis in the 
supreme court and when adjournment 
was taken Assistant District Attorney 
Rand had concluded his outline of 
the state's case and had examined 
several witnesses for, the prosecution. 
The stories that 
there would be 
further delays in the trial were early 
disposed of by 
the announcement 
from the court that Foreman Hen­ 
dricks of the jury, who had asked to 
be relieved, would n >r be excuse I. 
Then came Mr. Hand’s Opening, in 
which he said the state would prove 
that Nan Patterson killed Young and 
that the killing was planned several 
hours before the morning on which 
Young mot his death. 
William J. Junior, the policeman 
who was fir>t to reach the cab after 
the shooting, testified 'hat Miss Pat­ 
terson was hysterical and crying, *\)h, 
Caesar, why did you do it.” 
There was other interesting testi­ 
mony, particularly that of Detective 
Joseph Quinn, who took Miss Patter­ 
son from the hospital where Young 
died to the police station. 
He said 
the woman said to him: 
"1 don’t 
want to live now. 
Why should he 
have 
killed 
himself.” 
The officer 
said she fainted several times In the 
station house: that several times she 
asked him to kill her as she had noth­ 
ing to live 
for, now 
that “Caesar” 
was dead. 
In outlining the state’s ease Assist­ 
ant District Attorney Rand rapidly 
sketched the incidents 
in 
the 
ac­ 
quaintance of 
Nan 
Patterson 
and 
Y'oung. 
They first met on a train en 
route to the Pacific coast. They trav­ 
eled thence as man 
and wife and 
made the rounds of the race tracks 
together. 
At the pleading of Young's 
wife he decided to give Nan up. 
lie 
gave her $S00 and sent her to New 
York. 
The Youngs later also return­ 
ed to New York, where the intimacy 
was 
renewed. 
Then 
Mrs. 
Young 
planned the trip to Europe and this 
brought about the tragedy in the cab. 
Mr. Rand described Young’s move­ 
ments on JRne 3, which he spent with

Prefect« of Police. 
Pbris, Nov. 22.—The text of the cir­ 
cular addressed by Premier Combes 
to prefects throughout the country 
wag published last night. 
The pre­ 
m ier says th at owing to the repeated 
attacks of opposition parties against 
the republic It is essential th at all 
holding public offices be not oniy hon­ 
orable and com petent, but also ’devot­ 
ed to republican institutions. 
Accord­ 
ingly the prem ier intim ates th at the 
povernm ent expects prefects to furnish 
necessary inforinution spontaneoua 1 y 
or at the request of any m inister, but 
instructs that inform ation be sought 
only from 1. riders of polit ra! efoc- 
tive offices. 
'Phe circular insis’s that 
the information be im partial and care­ 
fully verified, adding that, it m ust not 
be comm unicated by anyone except 
departm ental superiors. 
This circular is Intended to restore 
confidence which was shaken by the 
employment of arm y officers to spy 
on each other and the communication 
of the results to Masonic lodges.

Autocrat of Alt the R ussias Is Told 


That H is People Must Have Right 


to Make Law s to Prevsnt Adm inis­ 


trative Tyranny. 


6 *. Petersburg, Nov. 22.—"lu order 
to secure the proper development of 
the life of the state and the people, 
It is Imperatively necessary that there 
be regular participation of national 
representatives, sitting as an especial­ 
ly elected body, to make laws, regu­ 
late revenue and expenditure, 
and 
control the legality of the actions of 
the administration." 
The above is the final form of dec­ 
laration of the zemstvo représenta­ 
tives In favor of the election of a 
body, not merely to participate in 
legislation, as at first reported, but 
to be entrusted with the framing of 
the laws of the empire. 
The meeting also adopted a declara­ 
tion in favor of granting general am- 
nestv to political offenders imprison­ 
ed or exiled by administrative order. 
This completed program declaring 
th® necessity of the participation by 
the people in the government 
was 
Signed bv 102 zemstvo presidents, in­ 
cluding 30 presidents of provincial 
zemstvo committees out of 32 who at­ 
tended the meeting. 
Two other pro­ 
vincial zemstvo committee presidents 
from Olonets and Perm were unable 
to be present. 
This document, setting forth the 
necessity of reform, is all the more 
striking and impressive because the 
zemstvo 
presidents who signed it, 
while elected by zemstvo organiza­ 
tions, are confirmed by the govern­ 
ment. 
The signatories also included 
five marshals of the nobility, the elec 
tions to which officers are also con­ 
firmed by the government. 
The 
memorial will be presented 
within a couple of days to the minis­ 
ter of the interior, prince Svlatopolk 
Mirsky, by a delegation composed of 
Presidents 
Shipoff. 
Petrunkeivitch, 
Prince Lvoff, Count Helder and Rod 
ziansky, the most prominent parti­ 
cipants in the meeting. 
The zemstvo meeting will now pro­ 
ceed with the discussion of the re­ 
mainder of the program which, al­ 
though it directly concerns zemstvo 
work, is of minor Importance. It con­ 
sists, first, of primary education; sec­ 
ond, of the disorganization attendant 
on mobilization, a paper on which sub­ 
ject will be read by M. Stakhovlte, 
marshal of the nobility of Orel; third, 
relief measure for the families of 
those sent to war, and fourth, Red 
Cross work. 
The following message signed by 
2G prominent Finlanders 
was 
re­ 
ceived: 
“The undersigned, citizens 
of Finland, Interested in the evolu­ 
tion of social and Intellectual life of 
Russia, sent their sincere and cordial 
salutations to the zemstvo represen­ 
tatives assembled in St. Petersburg 
to study the general circumstances 
which prevent regular development 
of Russian life. Now that the govern­ 
ment has just proclaimed confidence 
ln the people, the development of their 
moral. Intellectual and social forces is 
henceforth opened to the powerful, 
generous Russian genius. 
We wish 
you complete success in your work 
of peace and concord, and hope it 
will redound to the glory and happi­ 
ness of your country."

that the turkey and not the bald- 
headed eagle should be the Amer­ 
ican national bird, and the trib­ 
ute which the patriot-philoaopher paid 
to 
the piece de 
resistance 
of 
the 
Thanksgiving day feast is better de­ 
served now than it w as in Franklin’s 
day, for. while an occasional eagle still 
Hits from crag to crag, on the turkey 
the sun never sets. The turkey follow s 
the flag, whatever the constitution may 
do. and wherever Uncle Sam has set 
his foot, whether in the snow drifts of 
Alaska or on the flowery soil of the 
Philippines. Thanksgiving day is hon­ 
ored equally with the Fourth of July. 
Even in the effete capitals of Europe 


"R A ISIN G ” A TUHKEY IN KENTUCKY. 
the aristocratic partridge and pheasant 
have to give way on Thanksgiving day 
to the ponderous gobbler. 
The eagle is a pirate; he cannot sing 
and his beauty is greatest at a distance. 
All he can. do is to soar aloft, and, 
w hile his single stunt may be em ­ 
blematic of freedom, it is of a freedom 
which respects not the rights of others. 
Consider the turkey, how lie grows. 
H e toils not, neither does he spin, yet 
Solomon in all his glory never ate 
more delicious food than he furnishes. 
H is plumage ranks him little lower 
than the peacock, while his "gobble” 
makes m usic compared to the hoarse 
scream of the far flying eagie. 
All lie 
lives for is to enhance the joy of his" 
human friends. 
Then, too, he is dis­ 
tinctly an American. 
The bald eagle 
is, it is true, also an aborigine, but 
there are other eagles. 
The czar, the 
kaiser and the emperor of Austria bear 
eagles on their shields. 
Tim turkey 
w as never even heard of in Europe lie- 
fore the voyage of Columbus. 
For 
nearly four authenticated centuries the 
turkey has roosted on his genealogical 
tree in the forests of America, and be­ 
fore the w hite man cam e the red In­ 
dians who sprang from the soil ven­ 
erated him. 
The first turkey appeared in written 
history about tlie year 1520, when the 
Spanish conquerors of M exico found 
him at the court of Montezuma. Speci­ 
mens of the new fow l were sent home 
to Spain by the com panions of Cortes, 
and w ithin tiv« years thereafter the 
turkey appeared in England, where he 
soon became a general favorite. Civil 
nnd natural history had not then been 
reduced to an exact science, and in the 
common confusion of America with the 
Indies the turkey becam e involved. 
I lie name I urkey w as then often used 
as a synonym for the orient; hence the 
erroneous appellation w hich the bird 
has never been able to shake off. The 
French made the sam e m istake, for 
they call the turkey to this day dinde 
• >r coq d'lnde (Indian cock*. However, 
the turkey by another nam e would 
taste no sw eeter, and popular disappro­ 
bation of the sultan has never extend­ 
ed to the fowl which bears his coun­ 
try's name. 
It is a moot question among orni­ 
thologists whether the present day tur­ 
key is a descendant of the Mexican 
bird 
dom esticated 
in 
England 
and 
brought back to America by the pil­ 
grim fathers or is the wild turkey of 
the United States tamed. W hatever the 
tame 
turkey’s 
remotest 
origin, 
the 
breeders frequently introduce into their 
flocks wild turkeys captured in the 
woods or raised from eggs to give 
stam ina and the gamy taste so prized 
by epicures, and the barnyard bird 
*mu now traco his lineage to Montezu­ 


m a's imperial eo >p or to the w ikis or 
the north, as he chooses. 
Rhode Island has been until recently 
the principal turkey state, w ith Con­ 
necticut a close second, but now w est­ 
ern turkeys are com ing Into tlie east­ 
ern markets in large numbers, and 
K entucky is also m aking a good bid 
*or the banner. 
The Rhode Island turkey still keeps 
ois reputation as the best born and 
best bred bird of his species in Am eri­ 
ca, however, and it is from the Rhode 
Island ranges that the president’s tur­ 
key comes every year. 
Hiram Vose, 
the famous turkey buyer, lias been 
sending annual turkeys to the W hite 
H ouse since General Grant w as there, 
and no com plaint as to their quality 
has yet 1 teen registered by the reelp- j 
lents. 
T he “bronze” turkey is Rhode Is- I 
land's pride, and this bird adds to j 
its 
beauty 
unparalleled delicacy 
of 
flesh and im m ense size. 
It is recorded I 
that the turkey sent by Mr. Vose to : 
General Grant w eighed forty pounds. 
Mr. Cleveland’s turkey weighed fifty 
pounds, hut Mr. Cleveland is a much 
heavier man than Grant was. 
For 
President 
Roosevelt 
the 
farm s 
of 
Rhode Island have been scoured this 
year 
for a 
record 
breaking 
heavy­ 
w eight and one w ith a reputation as a 
fighter and the father of a large fam ­ 
ily. 
Most of the presidential turkeys 
have been raised at W esterly, on the 
farm of Elias Miner, otherw ise “A sia” 
Miner by analogy. 
In Kentucky, as in Rhode Island, the 
outdoor method of turkey raising is 
being extensively practiced. 
Turkeys 
have alw ays been regarded as difficult 
to rear. 
The new method is to im itate 
natural conditions as far as practica­ 
ble and thus to save the flocks from 
the epidemics and other ills of civiliza­ 
tion to which they have long been 
heirs. 
The birds are provided with 
neither shelter nor roosts even in «’in­ 
ter. 
They are fed liberally and in the 
spring are furnished w ith half barrels 
for nests, but there is as little interfer­ 
ence as possible with their ways of liv­ 
ing. 
W hole corn, sw eet apples and 
grasshoppers are considered the best 
turkey food. 
Cornmeal, which is more 
commonly used, fattens the bird more 
rapidly, but renders the flesh of poorer 
quality. 
Breeding by selection, pick­ 
ing out the largest individuals from 
generation to generation, is largely re­ 
sponsible for the greater size which the 
dom estic turkey obtains over the wild 
bird. 
Thousands of turkeys are raised by 
K entucky negroes on their little hold­ 
ings, and to the negroes also fails the

At 10:30 last night the big whistle 
in the prison sounded “OK.” 
This 
meant that search had been abandon­ 
ed and that 
the guards who were 
watching the roads might com e in. 
The cordon of guards and keepers 
had been Instructed to remain on the 
alert until a single ola3t was sounded 
on the whistle. 
The blast cam e with­ 
in 15 m inutes after "OK” sounded. 
Johnson had clim bed the iron fence, 
which is the western boundary of the 
prison, dropped into the river, hail 
swum outward beyond the north wall, 
and then up the river to the dock Just 
north of the north wall, and had con­ 
cealed him self under the dock. 
His 
sufferings must have

Ruled by a Minority of a Minority, 
Making Laws For the States W th 
a Free Ballot and an Honest Count. 


Tn 1900 in the city of Cleveland alone 
78,059 men voted at the preslti ntial 
election and 79.035 voted In Cincinnati. 
At that sam e election, the total poll 
for all parties in the entire state of 
Louisianaw as but 67.904 votes; in Mis­ 
sissippi it was 59,103; in South Caro- 
na was but 50,815. and in Florida only 
38,031. 
This was about 20,000 less 
thau any other 
state polled, yet it 
elected 
two congressm en and four 
presidential electors. 
Even the Em­ 
pire state of Georgia polled only 122,- 
715 votes in all. 
At the 
sam e 
election 
Hamilton 
county, Ohio, complete had a total of 
9S.500 votes, and thus averaged nearly 
50,000 \o tes for each of her two mem­ 
bers of congress. 
Cuyahoga county 
La<1 one congressm an entirely her own 
and three-fourths of the other, and the 
total vote of the entire county was 
91,136. or an average of over 52.000 
in the Tw entieth and Twenty first dis 
tricts of Ohio. 
Contrast these figures right 
from 
home, with the official facts from the 
complete 
states 
named. 
louisiana 
for her 67,904 votes has six members 
of the house of representatives, two 
U nited States senators and eight presi 
dential electors. 
Mississippi has two 
senators, one m ere congressman and 
one more presidential elector for the 
still sm aller total of 
59,103 
votes; 
while the sam e n u m b er'o f nine con 
pressm an and eleven presidential elec­ 
tors and two senators were allotted 
to South Carolina for barely half tht 
vote of eitheraof Ohio's big cities, or 
only 50,815 in all South Carolina. This 
is actually worse than Florida’s total 
of 38,031 for two congressmen, 
two 
senators and four presidential electors 
It is much worse than the Georgia

for these states make a

worse 
showing for them, for the evil in In 
creasing by its own impetus. 
This is a bigger question than any 
mere parties. 
Above all it is not a 
“color” question, but one involving the 
gravest injustice to all citizens of any 
part of the country, where all men 
entitled to vote fee) free to east their 
ballots and know that in doing so there 
is no one “to molest or make them 
afraid” in any way, shape or manner. 
The most vital welfare of our country 
itself is imperiled by any injustice tliat 
compels nine men in Cleveland or Cin­ 
cinnati or anywhere else to vote in 
order to equal only one m an’s vote in 
South Carolina or any other 
state. 
Some day, some how, the full force of 
this truth will make itself felt every 
where in the United States, and then 
the American people will nor rest until 
exact equity shall be established for­ 
ever. 
T hat this is not in any just sense a 
color line" question, is shown by the 
United 
States 
census 
beyond 
the 
shadow of a doubt. 
Taking the five 
states already considered, and we find 
these official figures of substantial dis­ 
franchisem ent of American born white 
men, even in the heavy presidential 
vote of 1900; In Florida, 39,931; in 
Georgia, 154,782;- in ixiuisiana, 109, 
974; in Mississippi, 97,427; in South 
Carolina, 79,560. 
These figures hold 
good, if every vot>e counted in these 
five states was cast by a white man. 
EVery vote polled by a black man 
and properly counted, if there were 
any such, would only add one more 
to the num ber of white 
men, 
who 
would not or could not or did not 
vote. 
Thus to the south even more than to 
the north, this increasing injustice is 
ajj evil and a peril. 
To the nation it­ 
self, nothing since slavery itself, ‘and 
its attack upon Sumter, is m ore subtly 
dangerous. This tendency underm ines 
the very foundations of our political 
fabric. 
When will our countrymen 
aw ake to its danger?
